Ou tankermen delegates to a

The United States Government has just 
filed a suit against a group of auto tire manu- 
facturers on charges of conspiracy to “fix 
prices” in order to cheat the Government. 

The average American owner of a car 
who has to pay through the nose for his tires 
can get an idea of how he is being robbed 
from the way the tire companies tried to 
gyp their own Government. 

The Government asked for secret bids 
from the auto companies on the purchase of 
82 items. The first time, “all the bids were 
identical down to the last penny,” says the 
Government. The Government asked for bids 
again. Once more, all the prices on every one 
of the 82 items were “identical down to the 
last penny.” This happened FOUR TIMES— 
the same closed“ bids every time. The U. S. 
Bureau of Engineers asked for closed bids 
on reinforcement bars, and got 11 separate 
bids—each was $194,051.89. 

If this is the way the big tire companies 
try to hold up their own Government, imag- 
ine how much super-profit must be hidden 
away in the prices which the average Amer- 
ican who owns a car and the small dealers are 
now paying for rubber tires! 

It is the exposure of just such monopolist 
piracy which the Hoovers call “government 
interference.”

A Berlin cable to the New York Times on Monday, 
Feb. 20, 1939, admitted part of the facts when it said: 


“New light was shed on the Spanish situation 


fact is that the foremost British banks, follow- 


Mussolini with the biggest share of their finances for 
the war against Spanish democracy.. 


In a confidential letter to American bankers, re- 
leased on Feb. 14, 1939, the Whaley-Eaton Service 
which has connections in high British financial circles 


More than a year ago Mussolini was on the verge 
of bankruptcy because of Italian fascist aggression 
against Ethiopia and intervention in Spain. At that 
time Chamberlain made a deal with Mussolini and 
Hitler to work for a Franco victory to be coupled with 
the Munich betrayal and a similar venture in the 
event of a defeat of Loyalist Spain. The Spanish 
fascists knew all about this. On April 11, 1938, writing 
in the Franco organ, Gaceta del Norte (Bilbao), @ 
Spanish fascist spokesman, said: 

“We are sure of the clarity with which, from the 
first day, Chamberlain bas seen our problem. 80 
much is this the case that we do not expect from him 
the slightest departure from the criterion he main- 
tained with such discretion and firmness when he 
was faced with the very juvenile impetuousness of 
Mr. Eden.” 

In July, the London News Chronicle correspondent 
in Burgos wrote: “The Spanish fascists adore Mr. 
Chamberlain.” 

. 


This mutual British admiration was turned into 
cold British cash. The first bit of evidence that under 
Chamberlain's rule the British banks were buying 
most of; the arms used to murder Spanish civilians 
and to further the fascist offensive against democracy 
appeared in Business Week. On June 11 that busi- 
ness periodical carried a few lines about British bank- 
ers discounting bills for Mussolini to cover shipments 
made to Franco. 


The Daily Worker, thereupon, was the first news- 


paper in the United States to reveal he ghastly truth. 

Now as the British Tories and French monopolists 
think they are rushing matters to a finish in Spain 
the story begins to come out in the capitalist press 
here, the same press which helped the fascist enemies 
ef world democracy to conceal the facts before. 

Undeniably, Chamberlain assisted Hitler and Musso- 
lini to mangle Austria and Czechoslovakia as part of 
a British Tory plan against Spanish democracy—and 
against France. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt now that when 
Chamberlain went to visit Mussolini In Rome last De- 
cember they both discussed pressing the fascist in- 
tervention against Loyalist Spain in accordance with 
the London-Rome financial arrangements entered into 
about a year previously. 

And at the moment, the British Tories are playing 
one of their slimiest games. Having already come to 
terms with Mussolini, Hitler and Franco, they are (as 
in the scandalous so-called non- intervention schemes) 
permitting the French government, through the ratty 
foreign minister, Georges Bonnet, to take the initia- 
tive in granting Franco recognition. Chamberlain's 
crafty maneuvers in this direction are to conceal as 
much as possible the culpability of the British Tories 
in fascist intervention against Spain and to hoodwink 
American public opinion about who is responsible for 
their criminal efforts to try to coerce capitulation of 
Loyalist Spain.
